ganizing the convention, which the Gen- 
eral Assembly could not authorize?” 
The initiative petitions now being cir- 
culated throughout the State by this as- 
sociation provide for submission of an 
amendment to article XV of the present 
Conatitution. If adopted, this amend- 


ment becomes a part of the Constitu-| 


tion, and repeals any portion of the 
present Constitution in conflict with it. 
The General Assembly has no power at 
present to authorize the election of dele- 
gates-at-large to a constitutional conven- 


tion, but the people have the right to 


change the Constitution by direct vote, 
under the initiative. If the proposed 
amendment is adopted, the constitu- 
tional convention, when one is held, will 
consist of two delegates elected from 
cach state senatorial district and 15 del- 
egates-at-large. The same amendment 
provides for the submission of the ques- 
tion, “Shall a convention be held to re-
